MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  sales  last  year  fell  somewhat  short  of  the  record  performance  of 
1966.  However,  the  shortfall  was  more  than  made  up  in  the  first  three 
weeks  of  this  year. 

Distribution  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the 
United  States  totaled  10,250,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  last  year  com- 
pared to  10,299,000  tons  in  1966.  Distribution  in  January  1968  through 
the  20th  amounted  to  471,000  tons  compared  to  416,000  tons  for  the 
corresponding  period  last  year. 

After  a  slow  start  in  January  and  February  when  1967  deliveries  were 
about  120,000  tons  behind  those  of  1966 ,  deliveries  picke'd  up  during 
March  and  in  the  s  econd  quarter  exceeded  1966  second  quarter  deliveries 
by  about  120,  000  tons  . 

Third  quarter  deliveries  lagged  behind  1966  third  quarter  deliveries  by 
nearly  200  ,  000  tons  .  Contributing  causes  included  cooler,  wetter  weather 
in  many  parts  of  the  country  including  the  populous  northeast  which  re- 
tarded outdoor  activity  and  the  associated  consumption  of  soft  drinks  and 
ice  cream;  delay ed  harvest  of  the  peach  and  other  canning  crops  because 
of  weather,  and  reduced  inventories  of  sugar  on  the  West  Coast, where 
sugar  available  for  distribution  was  scarce  in  July  as  a  result  of  a  strike 
which  closed  the  only  Pacific  Coast  cane  sugar  refinery  for  most  of  June 
and  July.  Fourth  quarter  1967  deliveries  were  the  highest  since  1963 
when  the  record  tonnage  for  that  quarter  was  distributed. 

For   the  January -November   period   sugar  distribution  was  less  than  a 
year  earlier  in  three  of  the  five  regions:  West  down  2.7  percent,  North- 
east down  2.0  percent  and  the  South  down  0.8  percent.  Small  increases1 
Occurred  in  tHe  North  Central  region  which  was  up  1 .  5  percent  and  the 
Mid-Atlantic  regibn  which  was  up  1 .  1  percent. 

California,  where  deliveries  were  636,000  hundredweight  less  than  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year  accounted  for  about  six- 
sevenths  of  the  decline  in  the  Western  region.  Illinois,  Ohio  and  New 
Jersey  each  had  year-to-year  increasesof  more  than  400,000  hundred- 
weight .

For  the  first  three  quarters  of  1967  sugar  deliveries  to  food  processors 
were  177,000  hundredweight  greater  than  in  the  first  three  quarters  of 
1966 ,  or  0.2  percent .  In  this  group,  bakers  had  an  increase  of  3 . 7  per- 
cent; the  beverage  trade,  3.0  percent  and  confectioners,  0.3  percent. 
Canners  had  a  year-to-year  decline  of  7  .  5  percent,  no  doubt  due  to  .the 
smaller  fruit  crop;  and  ice  cream  manufacturers,  0.1  percent.  Sugar 
deliveries  for  home  and  institutional  consumption  were  down  786  ,  000 
hundredweight  or  1 .  4  percent. 

Nationally,  the- retail  price  for  refined  sugar  in  .five -pound  paper  bags 
averaged  12.20  cents  per  pound  in  November  and  December,  up  from 
12.16  in  October.  The  December  and  third  quarter  average  retail 
prices  for  the  U.  S.  this  year  were  the  same  as  for  the  corresponding 
periods  of  last  year.  The  average  for  1967  through  November  was  12.19 
cents  per  pound,  in  1966  the  average  was  12.04  cents. 

Wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  in  the  Northeast  firmed  up 
at  the  start  of  1968  at  10.60  for  the  basis  pack  in  100-pound  paper 
bags.  Price  increases  of  0.10  cents  per  pound  occurred  in  the  Chicago- 
West  sales  territory  starting  January  2,  bringing  the  quoted  price  for 
the  basis  pack  of  both  cane  and  beet  sugar  to  9.8  5  cents  per  pound.  As 
of  January  22  the  following  were  the  quotations  by  territories  for 
refined  sugar  in  100 -pound  paper  bags:

The  domes  tic  spot  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar ,  duty  paid  .and  .delivered 
to  New  York  was  7.40  cents  per  pound  from  January  2,  the  first  trading- 
day  of  1968  through  the  18th  when  it  moved  to  7.43  where  it  remained 
through  the  26th.  This  compares  with  an  average  price  of  7.30  .cents 
per  pound  for  December  1967  and  7.  28  cents  for  the  calendar  year  1967. 
The  1967  average  price  was  about  four  percent  above  the  average  price 
for  calendar  year  1966  of  6.99  cents  per  pound. 
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Cane  sugar  refiners  1  inventories  of  988,  695  tons  on  January  1-  were  "about 
190,000  tons  larger  than  a  year  earlier.  In  addition,  substantially  larger 
quantities  of  domestically  produced  raw  sugar  than  a  year  earlier  were 
held  at  southern  raw  sugar  mills  for  subsequent  delivery  to  refiners. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  increased  the  authorization  for  first 
quarter  importations  of  raw  sugar  by  7  5,000  tons  on  January  5  and  by 
an  additional  100,000  tons  on  January  19.  A  total  of  1,022,000  tons  of 
1968  foreign  quota  raw  sugar  is  now  available  for  importation  before 
April  1,  of  which  amount  97,000  had  been  imported  under  bond  before 
January  1  and  is  included  in  the  January  1st  inventories  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  paragraph.  Last  year  900,000  tons  of  1967  quota  sugar  was 
authorized  for  importation  before  April  1st  of  which  846,000  tons 
actually  arrived  before  that  date. 

Sugar  production  in  Louisiana  for  the  1967  crop  is  completed  and  totals 
739,232  tons  as  of  January  25.  Florida  sugar  production  for  1967-68ils; 
now  estimated  at  about  650,000  tons  or  a  total  of  about  1 , 400 , 000  tons 
for  the  mainland  cane  area.  More  than  half  of  the  Florida  crop  has  now 
been  harvested. 

Louisiana  production  in  1966  exceeded  marketings  by  about  10,000  tons 
and  the  effective  inventory  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  about  170,000  tons. 
In  1967  production  exceeded  marketings  by  nearly  200,000  tons  and 
effective  inventory  on  January  1,  1968  was  about  370,000  tons.  The 
Florida  effective  inventory  which  cannot  be  finally  determined  until  all 
of  the  crop  has  been  harvested  and  processed  is  expected  to  ke  about 
630,000  tons. 

Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  last  year  totaled  1,191,042  tons.  The  last 
mill  completed  grinding  on  December  30.  The  year's  output  was  about 
3.5  percent  less  than  in  the  record  year,  1966. 

Calendar  year  1967  sugar  production  in  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area 
amounted  to  2 , 7 1 3 , 000  tons  of  which  about  840,000  tons  were  1966  crop 
sugar  and  1 , 873,  000  tons  1967  crop  sugar .  With  deliveries  at  2,824,000 
tons,  year -end  physical  inventories  of  1,429,000  tons  were  94,000  tons 
smaller  than  at  the  end  of  1966. 
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The  world  raw  sugar  price  which  was  2.30  cents  per  pound  on  January  3 
and  averaged  Z.17  cents  per  pound  in  December,  dropped  to  Z.0  5  cents 
on  January  9.  The  1967  calendar  year  average  price  was  1.99  cents  per 
pound.  By  January  25  the  spot  quotation  had  risen  to  2.40  cents  per 
pound  and  futures  prices  for  that  date  ranged  from  2.55  cents  per  pound 
for  March  1968  delivery  to  3.06/3.07  cents  per  pound  for  May  1969 
delivery .

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Additional  100,000  Tons  of  Foreign  Sugar  Made  Available  During 
First  Quarter: 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  Jan.  19,  1968  that 
the  limitation  on  raw.sugar  imports  during  the  first  half  of  this  year  is 
being  raised  by  100,000  tons.  The  first  quarter  limitation  has  been  in- 
creased by  this  amount.  Raw  sugar  in  the  amount  of  2 . 2  million  tons 
may  now  be  imported  in  the  first  half,  of  which  1,  022  ,  360  tons  may  come' 
in  during  the  first  quarter. 

Today's  action  is  to  assure  refineries  north  of  Hatteras  of  -.adequate 
supplies  of  raw  sugar.  Large  quantities  of  sugar  are  available  to  Southern 
refineries  from  the  record  mainland  cane  sugar  crop.  Nevertheless, 
offshore  raw  sugar  in  considerable  quantities  is  being  scheduled  for 
Gulf  ports  during  the  early  part  of  this  year.  .In  addition,  distribution 
of  refined  cane  sugar  so  far  this  year  appears  to  be  continuing  ,  the 
better-than-normal  rate  which  marked  the  final  quarter  of  1967. 
Accordingly,  additional  raw  sugar  is  needed  for  refineries  in  the  North- 
east. 

Applications  for  the  importation  of  the  additional  first  quarter  sugar 
received  on  or  before  Jan.  31  will  be  considered  as  being  received  at 
the  same  time.  The  additional  100,000  tons  of  sugar  will  be  prorated 
among  countries  for  which  applications  are  made  on  the  basis  of  average 
first  quarter  importations  from  such  countries  during  the  period  1963 
through  1967. 
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USDA  Authorizes  Raw  Sugar  Imports  During  First  Half  of  1968: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Jan.    17,  1968  authorized  the 
importation  of  an  additional  7  5,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  raw  sugar 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1968  and  1,177*640  short  tons,  raw  value, 
during  the  second  quarter,    in  accordance  with  the  announcement  of 
January  5 . 

Authorized  importations  for  the  first  quarter  now  amount  to  922,  360  tons 
and  for  the  first  half,  2.  1  million  tons  . 

Allocations  were  made  to  countries  pursuant  to  criteria  established  in 
Sugar  Regulation  811  for  1968. 

Applications  for  the  additional  first  quarter  importations  were  approved! 
by  prorating  to  countries  on  the  basis  of  average  importations  during 
the  first  quarters  of  the  years  1963  through  1967.  Applications  for 
second  quarter  importations  were  approved  by  giving  (1)  first  priority 
to  bringing  quota  charges  from  each  country  in  the  first  six  months  of 
this  year  up  to  the  level  of  average  first  half  importations  for  the  years 
1963  through  1967;  (2)  second  priority  to  bringing  first  half  quota  charges 
up  to  50  percent  of  1968  quotas;  and  (3)  third  priority  by  prorating  the 
balance  in  accordance  with  historical  importations. 

Applicants  for  quota  set-asides  are  being  notified  of  the  disposition  of 
their  requests  . 

Allocations  by  countries  for  the  first  quarter  are  set  forth  in  Table  on 
page  8    and  for  the  second  quarter  in  Table  on  page  9.

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  Jan;  5,1968  that 
raw  sugar  imports  during  the  first  quarter  of  1968  are  taping  increased 
by  7  5,000  short  tons,  raw  value. 

Approximately  102 , 000  tons  of  1968  quota  raw  sugar  were  imported  late 
last  year  and  held  under  bond  until  Jan.  \.  In  addition?  the  Department 
on  Dec.  21  authorized  the  importation  of  750,000  tons  of  raw  sugar 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1968.  Today's  action  makes  a  |tptal  of  927,000 
tons  of  1968  quota  raw  sugar  available  for  importation  before  April  1. 

Last  year  900,000  tons  were  authorized  for  importation  in  the  first 
quarter,  of  which  846,000  tons  were  actually  imported. 

Inventories  held  by  refiners  were  larger  on  the  first  of  January  than  a 
year  earlier.  In  a4dition,  substantially  larger  quantities  of  domestically 
produced  raw  sugar  will  be  available  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  than 
were  available  a  year  ago.  However,  2  large  cargoes  of  raw  sugar  were 
diverted  from  Northeastern  ports  of  arrival  J-gf-te  last  month  to  Southern 
and  Western  ports  in  order  to  effect  importation  prior  to  year  end. 
Today's  action  is  expected  to  make  more  sugar  available  in  the  North- 
east. 

Applications  for  the  importation  of  the  additional  f^rst  quarter  sugar 
received  on  or  before  Jan.  15  will  be  considered  as  having  beeni .  received 
at  the  same  time.  Applications  for  the  importation  of  sugar  during  the 
second  quarter  received  on  or  before  that  date  will  also  be  considered 
as  having  been  received  at  the  same  time.  The  quantity  available  for 
authorization  in  the  second  quarter  is  approximately  1,  173,000  tons 
the  difference  between  2,100,000  tons  authorize^  f  or  entry  before  July  1 
and  the  quantity  of  927,000  tons  expected  to  be  authorized  for  entry  in 
the  first  quarter.

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USDA  Announces  Authorization  of  Raw  Sugar  Imports  During  First 
Quarter  of  1968 


The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  December  21,  1967 
authorized  the  importatipn  of  7  50, 000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  raw 
sugar  during  the  first  quarter  of  1968. 

The  allocation  to  countries  was  made  pursuant  to  criteria  established 
in  Sugar  Regulation  811  as  published  in  the  Federal  Register  Dec.  19, 
1967  . 

Applications  were  considered  by  giving  first  priority  to  average  im- 
portations in  the  first  quarters  of  the  years  1963  to  1967  inclusive  and 
second  priority  to  bringing  importations  from  each  country  up  to  20 
percent  of  the  annual  quotas  . 

Importers  or  other  applicants  for  quota  clearances  or  quota  set-asides 
are  being  notified  of  the  disposition  of  tfyeir  requests  . 

The  quantities  requested  and  approved  are  shown  in  the  first  four 
columns  of  the  table  on  page  12.  There  ;s  also  a  memorandum  column 
for  the  convenience  of  importers  interested  in  submitting  applications 
on  or  before  Jan.  15,  1968  for  secon4  quarter  importations.  The 
quantities  shown  in  Column  5  qf  the  table  constitute  the  starting  •point 
for  computing  the  first  priority  for  such  importations  .  In  order  to 
compute  this  priority  the  quantity  of  1968  quota  sugar  entered  this  year 
under  bond  for  refining  and  storage  must  bededucte4  in  the  case  of  each 
country  from  the  quantity  shpwn  in  Column  5.
